REPEAL IS SOUGHI 


Mayor Key Calls Council 
To Special Session To 
Solve Muddle. 


Mayor James L. Key Tuesday call- 
ed a special meeting of council for 2 
o’clock this afternoon to unravel the 
tangled muddle of Atlanta’s water de- 
partment. 

He advised immediate, repeal of the 
original ordinance barring discounts 
for prompt payment of bills by the 
borough’s 57,000 customers, and also 
urged that council allow credits of 
the difference between the minimum 
and maximum amounts of bills al- 
ready paid. 

At the same time, the mayor re- 
iterated that the only hope of perma- 
nent fiscal relief hinges on favorable 
action this summer of the Georgia 
legislature in ‘passing measures which 
will increase the revenue of the bor- 


ough. Several temporary measures 
will be adopted, but the fundamental 
relief, which the administration seeks, 
must come. through sympathetic co- 
operation of the legislature, Key held. 

Council at Monday’s session passed 
a resolution ordering the water -de- 
partment not to cut off the water sup- 
ply of any customer who offered to 
pay the minimum amount of the water 
bill. Previously an ordinance had been 
passed by council requiring the tax 
collector to-collect the gross amount of. 
the bill with the discounts, which ag- 
gregated 25.per cent, if paid within 
10. days from the time the bill was 
rendered, eliminated. 

These conflicting actions prevented 
the water department from forcing 
payment, while it failed to provide a 
means for the tax collector.to accept 
the: minimum water bill, and placed 
the borough in the position of not be- 
ing able to collect for water service or 
forcing payment of the gross amount 
of the bills. 

This predicament was 
Mayor Key as he read 
again Tuesday afternoon, after signing 
the paper affecting shutting off water 


earlier in the day, and he decided <o. 


take steps to authorize the tax collec- 
tor te accept the minimum amount of 
water bills and to allow discount cred- 
it on bills already paid. 

In calling the council, the mayor 
recommended repeal of the original 
ordimance because of the doubt as ex- 
pressed by City Attorney James L.

KING ALFONSO RESORTS

New York Senator Says 

Wickersham Report Is 
Beginning of End for 
Prohibition. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—(2— 
Asserting the Wickersham report was 
“the beginning of the end” of pro- 
hibition, Senator Wagner, democrat, 
New York, today proposed a plan for 
repeal of the 18th amendment, calcnu- 
lated to prevent return of the saloon. 

The New Yorker, in a carefully 
prepared speech to the senate, advo- 
cated repeal of tLe prohibition amend- 
ment with concurrent action by non- 
prohibition states “to insure the con- 
servation of the one achievement of 
prohibition”—abolition of 
the saloon, 

He said his plan, a brand-new pro- 
posal for solution of the liquor prob- 
lem, would meet every ultimate re- 
quirement laid down by the Wicker- 
sham commission and would remove 
the law enforcement group’s single ob- 
jection to outright repeal. 

Wagner's speech,-coming on the 
heels of a warm, debate on prohibi- 
tion and among democratic sehators, 
emphasized the conflicting views 
within the party which may come to 
a head when it attempts to adopt 
a platform for next year’s presiden- 
tial race, 

“Repeal is the order of the day,” 
Wagner said. “It is too late for re- 
vision. Public opinion has already 
passed that post. It is now headed 
straight for repeal. ... 

“I have listened with patience to 
the repeated assertions upon this floor 
of the doctrine of impossibility. You 
tell me repeal is impossible. I an- 
swer you it is inevitable. You tell 
me that a small minority of the 
states can prevent it. I know they 
can, but I am sure they will not. 

“The same succession of events, the 
same common sense which have per- 
suaded 11,000,000 voters that national 
prohibition is a mistake will have 
their effect on the rest of our 
people. .. .”

Under questioning by Chairman 
Glass, Wells said the farm board cot- 
ton stabilization operations had “tak- 
en away some of the lending in our 
part of the country” and centralized 
it elsewhere. 

Told by H. Parker Willis, commit- 
tee expert, there had been 1,300 bank 
failures last year, the southern fi- 
nancier agreed there had been a “‘dis- 
proportionate’ number of closings in 
the south compared with other sec- 
tions. 

This was primarily due, he said, to 
many banks in the agricultural sec- 
tions relying upon “seasonal liquida- 
tion, and when that fell down, they 
were unable to go on.” 

“The drouth and falling cotton 
prices were important contributing 
factors,” he said, adding southern 
banks were too “remote” from stock 
market operations to be affected by 
events in Wall Street in the past two 
years, 

Most of the closed banks in the 

south, he said, entered the last season 
“over extended.” They were carrying 
obligations of customers but also were 
borrowers themselves. 
He agreed with previous witnesses 
that rural banks should be required to 
have a minimum capitalization of at 
least $50,900.

Foch: “On March 28 you came to 
offer the services of American troops. 
I have vivid recollection of the occa- 
sion, As to the American divisions, in 
what order do you think they should 
be employed?” 

Pershing: “The order would be the 
26th, 42d, 2d. (The 1st had already 
been sent to an active front near 
‘Amiens). The regiments of the 32d 
will be ready by May 1.” 

Foch: “I do not think they can be 
used before May 5, but the more we 

ut into the line the better it will 
a Your 77th division has arrived, I 
gee. What about the 3d and 5th?” 

Pershing: “The infantry of the 3d 
has arrived, and that of the 5th will 


- goon follow.” 


Foch: “What we need riow is in- 
fantry, especially the British, on ac- 
count of the present crisis. That is 
why the supreme war council at Ver- 
gailles recommended that all tonnage 
be devoted to that purpose for the 
time being. I hope that America may 
send over as much infantry as possible 
during the next three months. The 
other arms to complete your divisions 
ean come afterwards. What do you 
think of that plan?” 

Pershing: “I cannot commit myself 
to such a proposition. If nothing but 
infantry and machine gunners are 
brought over, to the total of 360,000, 
it will be October or November before 
the artillery and auxiliary troops 
could arrive, and we could not fore- 
gee the formation of an American 
army until next spring.” 

Foch: “I think your calculation is 
rather pessimistic, for we could begin 
bringing your other troeps in August, 
but, without considering that point 
we can furnish you with artillery and 
its personnel and you can have your 
divisions reconstituted beginning wit) 
October. What would you propose in 
this connection?” 

Pershing: “I think we should limit 
the transportation of infantry to May, 


Sand that the artillery and auxiliary 


troops should come in June. They 
should not arrive more than a month 
Jater than the infantry. Under what 
conditions would you employ the 
American infantry units?” 

Foch Dodges Final Decision. 


Foch: “A final decision cannot be 
made on that subject. That will evi- 
dently depend upon the degree of in- 
struction of the units. In the crisis 
that actually confronts the Allied 
armies it is effectives that we lack. 
The method of employing these units 
is a question to be handled in due 
course and according to their effi- 
ciency.” 

Pershing: “I would like to have 
the conditions under which these units 
are to be employed determined now, 
and to fix the time during which the 
reziments and brigades will be used 
separately.” 

Foch: “Make your proposition on 
that subject.” 

I then explained the details of the 
Bystem that was being followed where 
our divisions were in training with 
the French, and the plan agreed upon 
with the British. I added that it w.s 
fully understood that if an emergency 
should arise while our troops were 
in training they would go into sattle 
as part of the divisions with which 
they were serving. 

General Foch then said: 

“I do not doubt the excellency of 
the method, but in the crisis through 
which we are passing I return to the 
decision of the supreme war council 
and I ask you to transport during 
May, June and July only infantry and 
machine gun units. Will you con- 
sent?” 

Pershing: “No, I do not consent. I 

ropose for one month to ship nothing 
but infantry and machine gun units 
and after that the cther arms and 
service of the rear troops to corre- 
spond.” ; 

Foch: “If you adopt the plan I 
propose you would have by July 31, 
300,000 more American infantry.” 

Pershing: “You said just now that 
you would furnish the artillery and 
even artillerymen, which would be 
joined with our infantry to complete 
our divisions. Then why not consent 
to transport our artillery personnel 
along with our infantry?” 

Foch: “I repeat that it is the in- 
fantry of which we have the great- 
est need at this time. I would like 
to have General Bliss fell us the con- 
siderations which led to the decision 
taken by the supreme war council at 
Versailles.” 

Bliss: “The collective note recom- 
mended to the United States to send 
only infantry until.the supreme war 
council should give instructions to the 
contrary. The government of the 
United Statés, in conformity with this 
note and with the recommendation of 
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erence to the 


Secretary Baker, consented to. this 
plan. As far as the employment of 
the units on the front is concerned, 
the question should be decided by Gen- 
eral Pershing according to agreement 
with the commander-in-chief to whose 
army they may be attached.” 

Pershing: “I have been discussing 
this question of training our units for 
the last eight months, first with Gen- 
eral Petain and then with Marshal 
Haig. The method agreed upon leads 
naturally to the formation of consti- 
tuted American divisions.” 

General Foch said he wished to see 
American divisions constituted and an 
American army formed as large as 
possible, but that the policy he was 
advocating would have made it impos- 
sible to form an American army with- 
out serious delay, if ever. Contiruing, 
he said: 

“But do not forget that we are in 
the midst of a hard battle. If we do 
not take steps to prevent the disaster 
which is. threatened at present the 
American army may arrive in France 
to find the British pushed into the 
sea and the French driven back be- 
hind the Loire, while it tries in vain 
to organize on lost battlefields over 
the graves of Allied soldiers.” 


Shipping Outlook None Too Favér- 
able. 


He was assured that it was fully 
understood that if an emergency 
should arise while our troops were in 
training with the British or French, 
they would g into the battle and do 
their part. then gave him the num- 
bers to be shipped during May and 
told him that it had been agreed be- 
tween the British and ourselves to 
consider the question for June later. 
I informed him that. the British ship- 

ing authorities now thought it would 

e possible within the next three 
months to transport to France 750,- 
000 men. 


He was surprised to learn that 
shipping enough had been found to 
bring over so many, and, while in- 
sisting that we continue the May pro- 
gram into June, said that if it was 
vossible to transport any such. num- 
ers he saw no reason why whole di- 
visions should not soon be transport- 
ed. Nevertheless, a few days later he 
made a still stronger demand for spe- 
cial shipments of infantry and ma- 
chine gun units. 


The shipping situation as brought 
out in conference with the American 
members of the shipping committee 
April 26 did not appear as favorable 
as we had been led to believe. Only 
two newly-built vessels had been de- 
livered and our shipbuilding program 
was not yet far enough along to count 
48 an important factor, although pros- 
pects were that the rate would soon 
begin ‘to increase. 

A full study made by the American 
delegates to the Allied maritime trans- 
port council of the demands te be 
made upon Allied and neutral ton- 
nage for military, naval and general 
needs showed an estimated shortage 
of nearly 2,000,000 tons. It was ob- 
vious that the Allied program for 
strengthening the western front must 
be carried out if possible. 
all possible measures for the economi- 
cal employment of every available ton 
of shipping, especially for freight, 
were given consideration at our con- 
ference, 

It was thought, in the first place, 
that the Allied navies could reduce 
their requirements of merchant ton- 
nage by a joint examination of the 
naval programs; second, that consid- 
erable shipping could be saved by sus- 
pending or reducing military and na- 
val activities in theaters of the war 
other than the western front: third. 
that further reductions in Allied ci- 
vilian imports might be made tem- 
porarily; and, finally, that insistence 
upon the. adoption of unified action in 
the supply services. by the Allies on 
the western front, already suggested, 
would result in a material saving of 
tonnage. 

[ heartily approved of the above 
recommendations and sent a cable to 
W ashington to that effect. | 
Confronted as we were by the lack 
of trained men at this time. it was 
evident that we should within a few 
months find ourselves facing a still 
more serious situation unless increas- 
ed numbers were put in training with- 
out delay. Supplementing the sug- 
gestion had made verbally to See- 
retary Baker, the following cable was 
sent April 27.

Our Troops Surprised. 

With reference to the German at- 
tack at Seicheprey on the twenty-sixth 
division the night of April 20-21, men- 
tioned at the beginning of this chap- 
ter, that point was the focus of a 
German raid covering a_ three-kilo- 
meter front extending west from the 
Bois de Remieres. It came during a 
heavy fog and was a complete sur- 
prise to our troops, who were con- 
siderably outnumbered. Seicheprey 
was taken by the enemy, but co-opera- 
tion was re-established throughout the. 
division and the original front was 
recaptured on the following day. 

In this affair we lost one officer, 
80 enlisted men, killed: 11 officers, 
176 enlisted men, wounded; 30 offi- 
cers, 21] enlisted men, gassed, and 5 
officers, 182 enlisted men, missing and 
prisoners. The losses of the enemy in 
killed and wounded were reported as

Notwithstanding their frequent 
promises, the cancellation by the 
French of our early contract for air- 
planes created an uncertainty that 
made it difficult to plan either for 
the training of our aviation personnel 
or their participation in operations. 
So far we had received no planes from 
home and none from the French ex- 
cept a few for training purposes. 

My conference with General Foulois 
was based on a proposition purporting 
to advocate closer co-operation with 
the French, emanating from their 
minister of munitions, M. Loucheur, 
and contained in a letter from the 
undersecretary for aerozautics. 


The minister suggested that the 
French should increase their output of 
airplane bodies of various types and 
that we should confine ourselves to 
the production of Liberty engines and 


ture of a particular type of motor 
which they recommended. Analysis of 
the proposal showed that, if adopted, 
we should have to abandon our plans 
for the manufacture of planes at home 
and furnish the French additional raw 
materials and probably expert labor. 

We were always keen for co-opera- 
tion that would advance the common 
eause, but production under this plan 
wo .d not have been hastened. More- 
over, the proposition was decidedly 
advantageous ‘to the French. 

Our experience so far had not been 
such as to give confidence in their 
fulfillment of an agreement of this 
sort, so the suggestion was politely 


rejected. 

A few davs later a British air rep- 

sentative also sought joint co-opera- 
tidn with ts. The proposal he made 
was that we should limit our construc- 
tion, other than for training purposes, 
to long range strategic bombing air- 
cra‘t and the manufacture of Liberty 
engines, and that the British would 
supply us aircraft for purely Ameri- 
can operations. The matter was pre- 
sented to me along with a prepared 
telegram to be sent to Lord Reading 
stating that we and the French con- 
curred. 

I inquired how it came that the 
French had agreed to this without 
consulting us, and it was found that 
the plan had“ not yet been taken up 
with them. I then told the British 
representative that when the air serv- 
ices of the Allied armies reached an 
agreement regarding this proposal I 
would consider it. This was the last 
we heard of it. Such incidents as 
these showed the tendency to gain 
advantage. and caused us to doubt the 
sincerity of proposals for co-operation 
in such matters. 

In discussing unity in general, the 
failure of the Italians to place their 
armies under the supreme command 
on the Western Front was frequently 
mentioned and it was feared in high 
places that there might arise another 
dangerous situation similar to Capo- 
retto, but all hesitated to take any ac- 
tion. From the military standpoint 
the Western Front really extended 
to the Adriatic sea, and support for 
the Italians in ease of disaster would 
have to come, as before, from the ar- 
mies in France. 


The question was a delicate one, 
but it occurred to me to suggest to 


of war, that he might intimate to 
the Italian government the propriety 
of completing the unity of command 
by placing its armies under the same 
control as the others. It was believed 
that the Italian cabinet might be will- 
ing to take the step if it could be done 
in such a way as to prevent hostile 
criticism among their own people. 

It was thought that if the sugges- 
tion should come from the British or the 
French, especially th: latter, it would 
very likely be regarded with suspicion, 
whereas none could ascribe any but 
the highest motives to President Wil- 
son in making such a move. ow- 
ever, the question came up for discus- 
sion at the next meeting of the su- 
preme war council, which was held 
at Abbeville, and the authority of 
General. Foch was extended to include 
the Italian armies. This completed 
the unity of command from the North 
sea to the Adriatic.

Status of .Certificates. 


The time limit for applying for ad- 
justed compensation certificates has 
been removed, and Georgia veterans 
can and should file their applications, 
John M. Slaton, Jr., manager of the 
veterans’ bureau here, said Tuesday. 
Under the present law, leans cannot 
be secured until the certificates are 
two years old, he said. a 

“The first certificates were issued 
in 1925, payable in 1945, and the first 
loans were made by the government 
April 1, 1927. Many veterans apply 
for loans, and this office made 9,000 
to veterans in January,” Mr. Slaton 
said. 

“There are between 300,000 and 
400,000 veterans throughout the coun- 
try who have not applied for certifi- 
cates, and certificates have been is- 
sued to some 3,600,000. sate 

“T do not know just what provisions 
will be made by Washington for put- 
ting the new bill into effect if it be- 
comes law, but I believe that loans 
will be made just as soon as it 1s 
possible to get a few forms printed. 
The System probably will not be much 
different from that now in effect ex- 
cept as to the amounts to be loaned 
and the rate of interest. 

Average Loan $225. 

“The average loan at present under 
the old law is $225. Under the new 
law, the average loan will be $500. 
Veterans who already have obtained 
Ipans will be allowed to obtain ad- 
ditional amounts bringing their loans 
up to the new limit, and I believe 
their total loans will carry the new 
rate of interest, four and. a half per 
cent. The interest at present is five 
per cent. The old law provides that 
it shall be two per cent more than the’ 
federal rediscount rate, which is now 
three per cent and that it shall not 
exceed six per cent. 

“Our office should be able to turn 
out 400 loans a day, or $100,000, 
which would provide for 40,000 loans, 
or $10,000,000, in four months’ time. 
The time veterans will have to wait 
for their loans after applying will, of 
course, depend on the amount of help 
furnished to this office and the num- 
ber of veterans who apply. 

“In January this office mailed: the 
veterans of Georgia, on compensation 
service connected disability, disabled 
allowance and loans on adjusted com- 
vensation certificates. 18,000 checks 
or a total of $917,000. It is said 
that there are 56,000 certificates in 
Georgia.”

does she select a nice drafty place for 
her rest? Not at all. She creeps under 
the kitchen stove where the dog can't 
bother her and she will be nice and 
warm. Likewise the dog, when he has 
had all the fun he likes chasing rab- 
bits on a windy zero day, he comes 
m and snuggles as close as he can 
get to the fireplace without scorching 
his hide, and there he has his sleep. 


Next my thoughtful friend considers 
the sleeping ways or customs of primi- 
tive men, of trappers and woodsmen, 
of hoboes, all of whom naturally pre- 
fer to cuddle into some hole away 
from all fresh air, drafts, cold or 
light ; if they have a blanket they are 
likely to use it to cover their heads 
hey and shut off all the air they

Finally the chemist gets out his 
adding machine and makes an esti- 
mate of the number of calories a 
sleeping man expends just warming 
the air he breathes. And to make mat- 
ters worse, it seems to the’ chemist 
that the cold air stimulates the breath- 
ing and also increases the action of 
the heart, and: thus even more energy, 
in calories, must be wasted. While I 
am trying to detect the gross error 
in the chemist’s multiplication, he 
drags in the premature infant in the 
incubator . - | 

Which reminds me that there’ are 
two classes of persons who should not 
indulge in cold air baths or in open 
air life or in porch sleeping or any 
such stunts; they are babies in ineu- 
bators ‘and very feeble old ladies and 
gentlemen. 

A sleeping poreh is fine for the rest 
of us, if we have one. If there is none 
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available, then an open window or two 
in an ordinary bedroom will do nearly 
or quite as well, 

Any one who sleeps outdoors or on 
an open porch in cold weather should 
have enough sense to insure comfort- 
able arrangements of bed, and of sleep- 
ing clothes, and even artificial warmth 
in the bed if necessary, together with 
special provision for a comfortably 
warm place for dressing or undressing. 

On very cold nights sensible folk 
who like fresh air for refreshing sleep 
get it just as well without .being 
blown out of bed or fighting the storm 
all night. When there is wind, a one- 
inch or two-inch opening will venti- 
late the bedroom as well as a wide- 
open window does on a calm night. 
When there is rain. or snow, a wide- 
open window covered with a screen 
of unbleached muslin assures fresh air 
with comfort.

Blocked by the 
rules, he entered a motion to dis- 
eharge the finance committee from its 
consideration and said he would ask 
a vote tomorrow. 

Pleading for regular procedure, 
Chairman Smoot, of the finance com- 
mittee, and Senators Watson, of In- 
diana, and Reed, of Pennsylvania, the 
ranking republicans, said the commit- 
tee had a right at least to read‘ the 
bill and consult with Secretary Mel- 
lon regarding it. 

Senators Couzens and Vandenberg, 
of Michigan, then made a detailed 
analysis of the measure, denying vig- 
orously the contention of Secretary 
Mellon that it would involve addition- 
al financing by the government, pos- 
sibly necessitating increased taxes. 

The upshot of the day’s discussion 
was a prediction tonight by Senator 
Watson, the party leader, that the 
finance committee would report the 
house. bill to. the- senate tomorrow 
probably without change. 

Smoot late in the day called upon 
President. Hoover. 

He conceded that the measure which 
permits veterans to borrow up to 50 
per cent of the face value, of their 
bonus certificates, would be quickly 
passed by the senate and. probably 
would pass over a _ veto, owever, 
Smoot said he had no idea of the at- 
titude of the president toward- the 
bill. 
A band of 27 war veterans reached 
the capitol today from Seattle, Wash., 
to add their plea for prompt action by 
the senate. They called upon Sena- 
tor Dill, democrat, Washington. 

Senator Moses, republican, New 
Hampshire, another White House 
caller, also said the bill would be 
passed by the senate and he, too, did 
not see the necessary one-third votes 
in sight to sustain a veto. | 

Meanwhile, other republican leaders 
were urging President Hoover to ae- 
cept the measure. 

Reed, an administration spokesman 
on financial measures, told the sen- 
ate he had some amendments in mind 
which he did not think would weaken 
the bill any. He denied to Senator 
Couzens that he had any intention to 
filibuster. against it. 

While Senators Copeland, of New 
York; Barkley, of Kentucky; Smith, 
of South Carolina, all democrats, and 
Norris, republican, Nebraska, advo- 
cated a reduction in the 4 1-2 inter- 
est rate on the loans provided by the 
house. bill, other advocates pleaded 
that the measure be passed without 
change in order to avoid any chances 
of not getting it to the White House 
before Saturday. 

President Hoover conferred tonight 
with Senator Reed, Veterans’ Ad- 
ministrator Hines, and Undersecretary 
Mills and Assistant Secretary Hope, 
of the treasury, regarding’ the 
nreasure. 

They joined him in the residential 
portion of the White. House. No 
word of his attitude came from them 
afterward. 

Reed said he still wanted to offer 
soine amendments to the bill, but that 
whether he would do so depended on 
the tempér of “the. committee tomor- 
row. 

Other republican leaders, including 
Senator Watson, believed the house 
bill would be reported tomorrow by 
the finance committee without change 
and that it would pass the senate 
promptly with little or no change. 

The lone voice raised.in the sen- 
ate today against the bill was that of 
Senator Borah, republican, Idaho. Bo- 
rah expressed the hope that some 
means would be found to limit the 
loan bill to the relief of veterans 
actually in distress under which cir- 
cumstances he said he would sup- 
port it.

According to an official press release issued by 
the War Department, the Secretary of War, 
in a recent address at St. Louis, said: 


“Long stretches of the public land domain 


were freely bestowed upon the railroad com- : 
panies that built our great railroads.” 


This statement has since been frequently re- 
peated by others, principally by the proponents 
of waterways and bus transportation, with the 
clear implication that the land-grants were 
outright gifts. 

Instead of being “freely bestowed,” long ago 
such railroads as received land-grants-~-and 
many did not~-compensated the Government 
for them, and it is still being more than amply 
rewarded. 


To June 30, 1930, 132,173,225 acres of land, the great 
bulk of it lying west of the Mississippi River, had been 
actually certified to the interested railroads. During 
the twenty-year period, 1850 to 1870, when most of the 
grants were made, the average price received by the 
Government for land sold to others was 94c an acre. In 
other words, the railroads received title to land worth, 
in the aggregate, $124,242,831; but, in return, the land- 
gtant lines are required, under the law, to handle Gove 
ernment troops, munitions of wer, and other Govern- 
ment freight, at rates substantially lower than commer- 

- cial rates, and United States mail at 80% of the standard 
or authorized rates. Because of these reductions, the 
actual monetary saving to the Government now averages 
about $5,000,000 per year. Moreover, other competing 
railroads that did not receive land-grants were, and are, 
likewise subjected to these reduced rates, which serves 

to increase further the Government saving.

“The result is,” he said, “that un- 
less the senate passes this bill we will 
be faced with the humiliating con- 
fession that we have spent seven, and 
maybe more, weeks and many thou- 
sands of dollars to do nothing.”

Two House Bills Passed. 

In one. of the busiest meetings of 
the special session the house Tuesday 
passed two general bills, designed to 
clarify and strengthen existing tax 


laws, and adopted several resolutions, } 


The senate, although devoting most 
of a four-hour session to continuation 
of argument on bus regulation meas- 
ures, had less to show for its efforts 
than the house, as adjournment came 
before a final vote on the bus bill 
could be taken. With action complet- 
ed on individual clauses of the bill, 
Senator Zellars, of the 30th district, 
offered a substitute measure, which 
he was explaining when the motion 
to adjourn was adopted. The substi- 
tute thus will be the first order of 
business today. 

The hotse set to work on its gen- 
eral ealendar after passing a resolu- 
tion to provide for meeting at 9 in- 
stead of 10 o'clock daily, beginning 
today.

Tax Bill Brought Up. 

The first order of unfinished busi- 
ness on the house calendar Tuesday 
brought up the bill by Key, of Jas- 
per, amending the general tax act so 
that certain sections attacked in the 
courts might be validated. The meas- 
ure was passed by 120 to 3 after the 
various sections had been approved 
separately. 

The principal debate on this bill 
developed over two amendments seek- 
ing to fix the amount of commissions 
to be allowed tax collectors fér col- 


The present practice of taking a 10 
per cent commission on the tax re 
cently was held by the attorney gen- 
eral to have no‘statutory authority. 
One of the amendments proposed to 
give the tax collectors 10 per cent by 
law, while the other set the rate at 
five per cent. After considerable argu- 
ment the 10 per cent proposal was 
voted down by 73 to 62 and the five 
per cent rate adopted by acclamation. 
Another amendment accepted would 
increase from 30 to 90 days the time 
allowed for payment of taxes under 
this act, and would reduce from 50 
to 20 per cent the penalty for delin- 
quency. 

The clauses of the present law re- 
vised under the new bill pertain te 
bowling alleys, shooting galleries, fill- 
ing stations, slot machines, undertak- 
ers, coal and coke dealers, lumber 
dealers and chain stores. The chain 
store tax recently was held uncon- 
stitutional by the state supreme court 
as being discriminatory, and the new 
clause, levying a $50 tax on each 
store over five in a chain, was drafted

POSTAL DEFICIT 
WORRIES HOOVER 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—-(/)— 
Increased salaries and redticed work- 
ing hours of postal employes had 
brought about a deficit in the opera- 
tion of the postoffice department 


which President Hoover’ considers 
calls for increased postal revenues. 

The chief executive outlined his 
views today at his regular press con- 
ference after announcing he had sign- 
ed a bill providing for a 44-hour week 
for postal employes. 

Before the end of the present ses- 
sion of congress, he said, he will 
recommend the appointment of an in- 
vestigating group by congress or the 
authorization of existing committees 
of congress to inquire into methods 
by which the postal revenues can be 
increased, 

Outside of the services being given 
to the merchant marine, aviation, and 
free franking privileges, he said, the

postoffice department's deficit for the 
year will amount to approximately 
$100,000,000. 

This deficit. Mr. Hoover said, can 
be attributed largely to the increased 
pay of postal employes and the reduc- 
tion in hours of work. 


“It would be only just to the coun- 
try,’ he said, “that there should be 
an increase in revenue to meet this | 
growing burdeg on the department.”

“IT hoped that the commission might 
be persuaded to vary its rule, but I 
made Burns fully acquainted with the 
situation and did not make any defi-

“We agreed between us on a rea- 
sonable fee, and I told him I would 
prepare a petition and present it with 
all the force at my command.

Dies in Pittsburgh 


PITTSBURGH, Feb. 17.—(®)— 
John A. Weible, an integral unit in 
the powerful forward wall behind 
which the famed Four Horsemen of 
Notre Dame rose to football glory, 
died today. His passing made the 
first break in the ranks of the great 
Notre Dame eleven of 1923-24-25. 

Weible died a doctor of medicine at 
the age of 27 in Mercy hospital, where 
he was serving his interneship. An 
emergency operation for removal of 
his appendix was performed last week. 

To speak of Notre Dame five years 
ago was to think of one of the great- 
est backfield quartets of football his- 
tory—Miller, Layden, Crowley and 
Stuhldreher. But down on the line 
were some of the country’s best line- 
men, among them Weible, left guard. 

Today one of the Four Horsemen, 
Elmer Layden, now athletic director 
at Duquesne University-here, paid his 
tribute to the ability of Weible with 
one word—‘dependable.” 

The body was taken to Erie, Pa., 
where the funeral will be held Friday 
or Saturday. Teammates were ad- 
vised of the young man’s death and it 
was said a number of them would at- 
tend the funeral. Weible was a son 
of Dr. John A. Weible, Erie. 

After graduation from Notre Dame, 
Weible obtained his M,. D. degree at 
Vanderbilt University. During 1927 
he served as assistant football coach 
at Duquesne.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—{#)—In- 
creased gasoline and other oil” prices 
in the south were predicted today by 
George M. Rommells, industrial com- 
missioner of Savannah, Ga., if the 
proposed restriction on oil imports is 
enacted into law. 

Appearing before the house ways 
and means committee in opposition to 
the Capper-Garber bill to limit oil im- 
ports to 16,000,000 barrels yearly, he 
said he could see no other purpose 
behind the legislation than that of in- 
creased prices, 

Meanwhile, the house commerce 
committee took up the Hoch bill to 
separate oil companies from their pipe 
lines and place the latter under the 
jurisdiction of the. interstate com- 
merce commission. A letter from the 
commission was read, declining to op- 
pose or approve the measure. 

If the import restriction bill is 
passed, Rommel said. “it will make 
all sorts of a products— 
gasoline, fuel oil, lubricants, kerosene, 
and other petroleum products—more 
expensive in the southeast.” 

“It will hamper our industrial de- 
velopment,” he. continued. “It will 
hamper our domestic occupations, 

“That, in brief, is the way that we 
feel, and my purpose in coming up 
here is to give you the unanimous sen- 
timent of that section concerning this 
legislation.”

In a study of the export figures it 
was determined that a considerable 
portion of the January decline was 
due to the decreased foreign shipment 
of cotton as well as to low prices pre- 
vailing for that important American 
export commodity.

STEEL RECEDES. : 

Steel common, after duplicating its 
1931 high, reacted, following reports 
that operations for the week show a 
decline of approximately 1 per cent 
from last week to 52 per cent ca- 
pacity. Independents, on the other 
hand, stepped up operations, the fig- 
ure being 49 per cent as against 47 
per cent a week ago. For the entire 
industry, operations were carried on 
at 50 1-2 per cent eapacity, which rep- 
resents an increase of 1 per cent. At 
this time last year the industry, as a 
whole, was operating at 81 per cent 
capacity. 

However, the outlook for the steel 
industry is considered satisfactory 
from the standpoint of new business. 
An indication tpat general business 1s 
beginning to pick up is seen_in ¢t 
stiffening rates for money. Bankers 
declared today that they would not be 
surprised .to see a slightly higher rate 


ers’ acceptances, which would indicate 
greater activity in both manufactur- 
ing and mercantilé centers, 
POWER STOCKS RISE. 
Power stocks met with a good in- 
quiry on the recessions today, partic- 
ularly National Power & Light, in 
which an outside group is understood 
to have begun buying the stock on a 
fairly large scale. National Power 
earned its $1 dividend more’ than 
twice over last year and the stock 1s 
expected to sell higher. Rumors that 
steps would be taken to stabilize sil- 
ver attracted attention to American 
Power and International 
Telephone & Telegraph. Any improve- 
ment in silver, thereby raising the 
monetary standard of value, would 
help earnings of both companies. _ 
Buying ‘throughout the list was dis- 
cernible on the break, partieularly in 
General Motors. Sales of this com- 
pany’s products for the first three 
days of February showed an increase 
of 80 per cent over the same period 
last month, while for the first six 
days the gain was 100 per cent, and 
for the first nine days of February 
120 per cent. The pool operating in 
General Motors has plenty of cash, 
and the stock is being bought as an 
investment 


| GOLD DUST DEAL. 


Steady absorption of Gold Dust 
has followed reports that the company 
was negotiating for acquisition of 
Gobel, Inc., a company long estab- 
lished in the meat business in the 
manufacture and distribution of pork 
products. Quiet accumulation is re- 
ported in R. H. Macy & Co. Sales 
for the fiscal year ending February 
1 are estimated at $100,000,000, which 
would compare with approximately 
$98,700,000 the year previous. 

Briggs Manufacturing developed 
strength in the automobile accessory 
group. .A pool has been formed in 
Briggs with the idea of putting this 
stéck higher. Speculative buying con- 
tinued in Borg-Warner, whose earn- 
ings for the first three quarters last 
year were nearly twice the annual $1 
dividend requirements. Patents cov- 
ering free-wheel type of transmission 
on automobiles were recently pooled 
by Borg-Warner and Studebaker, and 
earnings are expected to reflect this 
arrangement. 

Sentiment continues optimistic in 
the Street, and the opinion in well-in- 
formed. quarters late today was that 
following lower prices at the opening, 
standard stocks should continue high- 
er. 

Railroad stocks shared in the gen- 
eral reaction, although carloadings for 
the week are expected to show only a 
slight decrease when compared with 
this time last year.
